Eisenhower, the Middle East and the Ll. N. 


Those who heard President Eisenhow­ 
er’s TV talk relative to the whole Middle 
East problem and especially toe situation 
now faced by United Nations with m er- 
ence to Israel, must have recognized that 
the President’s position in this has given 
him added stature in the minds of rn o s t 
Americans and probably in other nations. 
The President s patience in seeking to 
work out a peaceful solution to the bitter 
controv e r s y surrounding that region, 
while involving many problems, gives the 
impression that here is a Lincoln - t y p e 
of man who is doing the best job possible 
for the world as a whole in the diplomacy 
he is following. 
There are many, foi political or o t ii e r 
reasons, who may not agree with h i s 
methods, but these same persons if sud­ 
denly given the responsibility for such a 
Job, would probably hesitate long before 
doing some of the things which they blame 
Eisenhower for not doing at this time or 
which they advocate. 
It is quite evident that the President is 
urgently seeking to have the United Na­ 
tions organization handle the situation 
along lines corresponding with what it was 
originally set up to do. He is t r y i n g to 
make the UN work in a manner befitting 
such an organization. 
For a long time after the United Nations 
was founded, this country and other great 
powers often were accused of bypassing it 
in favor of old style nation-to-nation diplo­ 
macy. 
Even when the U n i t e d Nations com­ 
mand was established at the outset of the 
Korean war, the charge was made that 
the United States engineered this to gain 
international sanction for a course it in­ 
tended to pursue anyway. 
Whatever m easure of truth there m a y 
have been in these general criticisms, the 


United States of late has oecn channeling 
its foreign policy through the U. N. on an 
unprecedented scale. 
Particularly on the Middle East crisis, 
we have sought to take major decisions in 
concert with a majority of U. N members 
Yet there is a curious irony in all this 
For at the very stage when we have turn­ 
ed more sharply toward the U. N. as an 
instrument, we find the make - up of the 
organization so altered that we can nu 
longer easily muster majority support for 
our all-basic viewpoints. 
They used to s a y of the old League of 
Nations that it was essentially a vehicle of 
British - French foreign policy. All pros­ 
pect is gone that the U. N. will be thus 
characterized. 


F r o m the beginning the o p p o sitio n of 
the stubborn Soviet bloc made this unlike­ 
ly, Now the growth of the Asian - A fr ic a n 
contingent is putting the West and i t s 
friends in a minority. 
This group still is growing. In a f e w 
weeks Britain’s tiny Gold Coast colony 
will gain its independence. Undoubtedly 
this new African nation will not be too long 
in gaining entry to the U. N. Others surely 
will follow. 
We can join with ail these in a genuine 
wish for peace, but it is plain we will n o t 
see eye to eye with them many times on 
the means to achieve it. 
We and our Western friends remain con­ 
vinced that a stiff defense against world 
communism is an indispensable founda­ 
tion for lasting peace with honor and jus­ 
tice. 
The Asian - African group, with certain 


e x c e p tio n s , appears toe little tro u b le d ov­ 
er the menace and more often than not, 
when tested in a U. N. show of hands, will 
take a course giving Moscow the benefit 
of the doubt.

Those who heard President Eisenhow­ 
er's TV talk relative to the whole Middle 
East problem and especially the situation 
now faced by United Nations with refer­ 
ence to Israel, must have recognized that 
the President’s position in this has given 
him added stature in the minds of m o s t 
Americans and probably in other nations. 
The President's patience m seeking to 
work out a peaceful solution to the bitter 
controv e r s y surrounding that region, 
while involving many problems, gives the 
impression that here is a Lincoln - t y p e 
of man who is doing the best job possible 
for the world as a whole in the diplomacy 
he is following. 
There are many, foi political or o t h e r 
reasons, who may not agree with h i s 
methods, but these same persons if sud­ 
denly given the responsibility for such a 
job, would probably hesitate long before 
doing some of the things which tbey biame 
Eisenhower for not doing at this time or 
which they advocate. 
It is quite evident that the President is 
urgently seeking to have the United Na­ 
tions organization handle the situation 
along lines corresponding with what it was 
originally set up to do. He is t r y in g to 
make the UN work in a manner befitting 
such an organization. 
For a long time after the United Nations 
was founded, this country and other great 
powers often were accused of bypassing it 
in favor of old style nation-to-nation diplo­ 
macy. 
Even when the U n i t e d Nations com­ 
mand was established at the outset of the 
Korean war, the charge was made that 
the United States engineered this to gain 
international sanction for a course it in­ 
tended to pursue anyway. 
Whatever measure of truth there m a y 
have been in these general criticisms, the 


United States of late has oeen channeling 
its foreign policy through the U. N. on an 
unprecedented scale. 
Particularly on the Middle East crisis, 
we have sought to take m ajor decisions in 
concert with a majority of U. N. members 
Yet there is a curious irony in all this 
For at the very siage when we have turn­ 
ed more sharply toward the U. N. as an 
instrument, we find the make - up of the 
organization so altered that we can no 
longer easily muster majority support for 
our all-basic viewpoints. 
They used to say of the old League of 
Nations that it was essentially a vehicle of 
British - French foreign policy. All pros­ 
pect is gone that the U. N. will be thus 
characterized. 
From the beginning the opposition of 
the stubborn Soviet bloc made this unlike­ 
ly. Now the growth of the Asian - African 
contingent is putting the West and i t s 
friends in a minority. 
This group still is growing. In a f e w 
weeks Britain’s tiny Gold Coast colony 
will gain its independence. Undoubtedly 
this new African nation will not be too long 
in gaining entry to the U. N. Others surely 
will follow. 
We can join with all these in a genuine 
wish for peace, but it is plain we will not 
see eye to eye with them many times on 
the means to achieve it. 
We and our Western friends remain con­ 
vinced that a stiff defense against world 
communism is an indispensable founda­ 
tion for lasting peace with honor and jus­ 
tice.

In our prolonged history ts a 
nation, now 169 years since the 
adoption of the Constitution, we 
have not been blessed by an ex­ 
traordinarily 
large number of 
statesmen or political philosoph­ 
ers.
